I rrivaic l*n.|A.*rt>/*one of the clas'^ics of Socialist hteraUirc. hrcil- 
erick HtjEiU offi rs a very cle^r ami OMiviiicmn theory as to lltc 
oriKin of the jxtlitical orKaiuzation known to if. as statr. I Ic points 
om liow th« nk>rr ancirnt form of trilal orRanizatum Rra.Itially Ravr 
way to thr hiRhrr ami inorr complex form now known to rs as state. 
He traces the transfonnath.n to the ri«r of private pni|iertv in srjcietv. 
which iK-came an in.stitmion with tlie .Icvelopmcnt of aRrictiilnrc and 
tlie brcediiiR of domestiratnl cattle. He |xiinls out tliat certain ftin,-- 
tioiis heretofore exerci'e.l bv iltRnitaric.s of tlie tribe now developccl to 
siieli an extent that tltev Iwcanic tbc reRiiIar oeai|.ati<.iis of the function¬ 
aries. In this wi^-e the first crude framework of a state orRanizationmade 
its ap)waraiice. It ilcveloi>cil further ami further .is the rclalioii.s of 
properly ami the protection of projK-rfv interests called for mure ext>erl 
liandlinR and treatment. Tims. aecordliiR to I'liRels. the develi^iment 
of the state is in entire harnioni with the economic inlcr()rrtatK>n of 
histori. On the pronmlwork of the sysfem of pnaluction by which the 
transformed XK'iety lives, the sn|K-r~lrnclure i 4 its )>olitical character 
is reariil. 'I'his. in a brief outline, is the view presented hy KtiRcls. nn- 
tpiesiionalily correct in regard to imisl forms of the earlier slates. 

Hut recentlj a fierinan sclKilar. Franz 0|i|H‘i)heimer. puhlishcil a 
highly iiiteri-Minj; essay. "IVr Slaal.' in the .Vciic l^enlscbe Rtiiidschitu. 
in ‘which he presents a novel and rather striking theory of his own as 
to the State’s origin and evolution. This new theorv is lurked up hv 
a great ileal of historic argnnient. In brief, he traces the oriuin of the 
stale ami its ftirihcr development to conquest and its conscx|uences. In 
my jmlgnteiit it iloes not necessarily conflict with the ideas cx|ircssed 
by Kngcis. It might rather tend to supplement them. .Xi any rate, to 
iMHiialists wIh) love to ik) their own thinking, it must lie worth while 
to hear what this new thturist has to say; to compare it w ith the 
theory advanced hy Kngrl.s, and thus to iiifrcaso their store of knowl¬ 
edge and of umler.staiuling. It is for this reason that 1 have cii- 
tleavoreil, as best I could, to condense tljipcnlicimer’s Cienuaii essay 
within the lioundarics of a brief article, so as to present tlie main lines 
of this arguineiit to F.nglisb-siieaking readers. 

I’lii-s is what the article, in question says in the main; 

At the beginning of its existence the state is, according to its 
origin and uattire. almost entirely a .social institution forced a van¬ 
quished group of hitman Iteings by another and victorious group for 
one single piirjxi.se. Its aim and object is to regulate the rule of the 
irictors over the comiuercd. and to secure that rule against reliellion 
frimi within ami attack from wiilitiiit. The final object of the institu¬ 
tion is the economic cxjiloitation of the vanqnislnil hv their victors. 

In this way< ajijiears the dawn of the state at the Ix-ginning of 
history. We see a warlike tribe invade tlie Icrrimry of a less warlike 
group, establishing itself as a ruling nobility and organizing what 
may be termcvl a slate, riiiis tliat part of .Asia known to ns by its 
ancient civilizalion and termed Mesopitamia has seen wave after wave 
of invading triln-s and state after state.natm-il according to the victors, 
the Assyrians. Italivloniaiis. Medcs. 1 ‘cr.sians. I’arihians, .Araivs. 
Mongols, Tartars, Turks; in the cvmntry of the Nile apjiear the 
llyksos, Nubians, r’crsiaiis, Greeks. Romans, .Arabs. Turks: in Italy 
the Roman.s. Ginils I.oitgi)liards. I ranks. Germans, etc. The same 
sjiectacle jiresents itself in the history of India and Cliina. The jieaccfnl 
•citlers ilevotiiig lliemselvcs to agricnhiirat jnirsnits arc snlijiigatcd 
and exploited by warlike coniyivring Irilies. W‘..rr a territory is 
inliahited onlyjiy weak trilies of roving hunters, the inliabitants cannot 
be subjugated and enslaved: Ihev must lie aimihilatcil. In this case 
the soil is worked bv imjKirted Ixirdcs of slaves. 

WHENCE CAME THE STATE. 

An ajijiarcnt rxccjilion arc those larg’ Enro|>ean cokinies where 
thr inijxirtation of slaves is mi longer feasible. < )nc of these colonies, 
the L’liiteil Slates, has' nowaiiay.s iKgoine one of ilic most rxiwcrfnl 
afites in all history. .Allhongh at one consiileralilr jH-riixl the slave 
trade was resorleil to quite extensively, ami has left its indelible stamp 
upon the destinies of thr naticni, slave lumting and iin|x>rling has 
ceased for ner'ly a cenittry. It no kniger is m-cessary under changeil 
economical conditions. The slaves im|xirt themselves nowadays, rcaily- 
madr material for exjily'i'ation. They come as immigrants from less 
devdojx-d jiarls of the glolx-. 

l.et us go lack for a moment to trace the motive jxiwer of all these 
phenomena, in nature all life follows one great law, the preservation 
of the imlividnal and the race. Hunger ami hive ki-cp the sirucHire of 
the tfhivcrsc logrther. This law rules the liigliest organism, man. 
There'arc two. ways in which man nay nainlain life: either hy work 
or by robbery. To live by work is to exist by the economic means; to 
arqnirc the product of other jieople's work Is to live by the jxilitical 
means. Titus from the Iwginnings of history we see nankiiid engaged 
in the struggle of tlxise that produce and tlmse that apiimjiriatc the 
fniits of the jirmlncer’s work. 

When man emerged from savagery ami inrneil to .agricniliire. the 
successful settlements scxight nut the lowlands on the banks of streams 
where fertile plains blessed the toil of imhistrimis hands. Those .settlers 
arc of gotxl health and of j^ccful disposition. Tliey are honnil logcllier 
rather loosely by the consciousness of a cninimm ancestry, by a common 
language, and by common belief. They mav gather once a year or so 
to celebrate their religious festivals, biit olberwise their relations are 
far from being close. They may even quarrel among ihcm.selves about 
the confines of the territory to lie worked by each group of .settlers. 

Beyond the confines of the lovvbnds. in the le.ss fertile stretches 
of the country, are found the herders with their Ikxtks of cattle. I'hcir 
mode of life requires that they are well versed iu the use of weajHms. 
they must always be ready to defeml their flocks against beasts of 
prey or against roving hostile tribes. Their self-interest comjKls them 
to hang tocher for mutual sujiport and assistance. Froin their very 
diildhood Uiey become accustomed to stick together in hunting and in 
war, to estalilish strict discipline, to obey until death their chief or 
leader as long as their hunting or war exjiedilion may la^t. Tlxise 
roving and warlike tribes flare from afar the wealth of the lowlands. 
Border wars are nnceasing, without jicace or truce. Men are slain, 
children and women carried away as captives, flocks of cattle are 
taken, settlements .are burned and 'lestroyed. If once in a while the

The ^a! result shows the di.ssolution of the original bo<lv of 'the 
state info 4 ntimlier of semi-imlependent principalities witere the grou|i. 
of nusierr^ii'l of dqxndcms appear to be fixer! social categories. ' 

Meajwhilc the economic development has brought new forces into 
play. Trades .uwl crafts unfold, tlries gn>w up. ^^oncy as a means 
of exchange Insvanc* an ini|iortant factrur. The old and comparatively 
simple mdiv I of exchange by barter and of prcKluction for immediate 
u>e ceases, production for exchange makes its ap|>earance. .X change 
in the hiKty j. ilitic is the result. New forces a]>pear upon the economic 
stage, Trades an<l commerce Itegin to form a new and powerful class. 
This new jx'l'.tical element fights for its sltare of |>o\vcr. It gr>es into 
liattlc as a champion of natural riglits. h claims and finallv obuins its 
share in the |i->litical government. Kut hanlly has it achieved victors- 
when this eUnient. the Ixmrgeoisie. now turns arouml making i>eace 
with its form- r antagonists and figiits in alliance with them the masses 
Itekne. 

Thus th. -tale .slowly has grown from stage to .stage, from tite 
primitive mhh-.-r state to the fuH-gnnvn leudal state, througlt atrsolullsm 
to nvMlem coM»tiliitii)naIi.sm. 'Hie constitutional form of goveniineut is 
the one peculiarly suiteil to the neetls of capiulisin as riiiresenteil bv 
the Umrgeoi- class, liehind this' form capitalism canip' entrenched. 
It uses it in making and administering, laws, claiming olK-dicncc for 
them by the whole mass of tin* nation. It eontmls tlie excenlive ami 
jmlieiar)- as v eil. 'I'licy arc the instruments of its will, the well-paid 
s<-rvanls of it- inleresls. 

With ca;iitalism in full bloom and in jKissession of the whole 
maehiiierv oi the state, the population ap|H-ars still divideil into two 
main groups those that prrslnce wealth, and those tliat appropriate a 
large share ..i the protinct without toiling themselves. The nding class 
'till lives by tin- |Hiiitical means, the pnvincing class he the economm 
means. So • died legal privileges liased on aiiciem tkH-nmrm.s and 
nnal. grants have now ilisap[>eared as an outward form of mlc and 
exploitation. I'lie appropriation b\ llie political means now takes place 
by the use . i llie machinerv of the stale, while outward fomis of 
Cfiuality hef' re the law H-cm to prevail. Hut the effect of the legal 
machinery p: ■ liiees jircehsely the same results as witncssetl in the oh! 
state of privi:.-g<-. W e still have clasM s. cla.'s interests, class iwililics. a 
(lass admim-Iration, class justice, a clas.s religion. .Ml through the 
stale the lini of class divi.sion grows more ami more distinct. With it 
goes class slviiggle. 

Its aim Is siill uiu-lianged. It is the division of the product. N'ew 
fonus of the struggle apjiear. In the ccxuHimic field the organi/ed 
workers mcv'. the organized emplovers in a tliousand clashes. In the 
(loliiical arena the toilers claim thnmieriiig the exercise of political 
ixnvcr through which thev aim at the control of the whole machinery 
of the Slate I hi-ir pnr|sjsc is to use tliat machinery, created by their 
nnta)*onists. lor liic tutal al)(»liliun of the master cUh*;. 

This is ihe tight that in our day fills the whole civilized wnrl.L 
It IS the pr.ihlcm of Ihe ag(-. Its final sohnion is im vilahle, unless 
evidution ha- come to a slaiulslill. We arc approaching the day when 
the master class will U- vamiuished. when .society will tic no longer 
dividixl into a class of S|xiilers ami a class of drs|xiilcd. when tlic 
prtKincers of wealth will use the legal machinerv to csiahlish a system 
of collesiive nviiiership of all Ihe means of priMliiction. when there will 
Ik- one class only, the proihiccrs of wealth. .Mankind will live by the 
economic mi-.ins oidy. This radical change opens up vistas of progress 
Ix-yoiid the'nidcst range of imagination.
